South of the church ftands a buildi^vg call- 
ed the Exchange, which, whilft the b^y. trade 
flourifhed, ufed to be frequented by gre^t 
numbers of fubftantial merchants, — Over it 
was the Dutch Bay-hall, ufed for the houfmg 
of bays. 

On the north fide of the /High-ftreet are 
the remains of fome very antient buildings, 
the mafdnry of which is fimilar to that of the 
caftle. They confift of a chapel, and an 
arched vault with a narrow recefs running the 
length of the chapel. If the fituation of the 
chapel of St. Helen was at all dutjious, thefe 
antient remains might claim fuch an iUuftri- 
ous foundrefs, and boaft of being re-edified 
by the pious Eudo.

St. R U N W A L D's 

Eaftwlrd of St. Peter's and adjoining to 
the fame in the High-ftrect, is the parifti of 
St. Runwaldjfo named from the church which 
is dedicated to that faint. — There is a le- 
gendary account of him, which makes him to 
have been fon to a Northumbrian king, by a 
chriftian daughter of Penda king of Mercia, 
and that he was born at a place called King's 
Sutton, in Buckinghamfhire* 

The church which is fmall, {lands in the 
middle of the High-ftrcet, and was founded 
before 1290. Adjoining to the chancel is a 
north aide, or chapel, which was dedicated to 
St. Mary. This church after lying in ruins 
for upwards of 100 years, was in the year 1760, 
repaired at the expence of the parifhioners, 
ever fince which divine fervice has been per- 
formed in it. Formerly there was a parfon- 
age houfe for the reftor, fituate in North* 
ftreet, or on North-hill.

In this parifii flands the Burgh Court of 
Judicature, or Moot-hall, where the courts 
arc held, and all the public affairs of the town 
tranfafted* The whole edifice contains the 
Moot-hall itfelf and North of the fame, a 
room called the Exchequer, out of which Is 
talcen a room for the records, over thefe is a 
large room called the Council-room, orFree- 
mens chamber. Partly under and adjoining 
to the hall is the town gaol, and behind all 
thefe is, thp .theatre, the entrance of which is 
through the Moot-hall. 

In this parifli alfo ftands the public build- 
ing or Wool-hall, ercfled in the year 1587, 
for houfing of wool-yarn, and for a wool- 
market, but fince the decay of trade, the 
butter and poultry market is held heic.

Lies to the north of St. Ruhwald's. The 
church, which was founded before 1327, 
Hands between Angel and Bear lane, former- 
ly called eaft and weft Stockwcll-fireet.

Benefactions. — George Gilbert, and John 
Brewodc, gave to this parifli for the life of the

St. Anne's Chapel, dedicated to St. Anne, 
the mother of Mary, ftoodon the rifing ground 
in this parifh, in the road to Harwich ; the 
remains of ^hich chapel are now converted 
into a bam. It was founded before the year 
1406, and Very ' probably in the reign of 
Henry III. It was alfo an hermitage, and the 
well near it was called Holywell.

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St. B O T O L P H'^, 

Lies on the fouthfide of the tpwn, near the 
walls ; fome part running even within the gates. 
The church of St Botolph was both parochial, 
and conventual, of the priory of St. Botolph. 
The remains of the weftern front, fhew that 
it was noble and magnificent, and of a taftc 
and manner, widely different from the Gothic. 
The entrance is under a femicircular arch, of 
fuitable dimcnfions, above is a double row 
of arches, interwoven with each other, over 
which, arid in the center, was a large circular 
opening to give light to a gallery running 
from the two towers, of which there was one 
at each end of the front. Within the church 
were pillars of great (Jinfienfions, jnclofii^g a 
fpacious nave 1 08 feet long and 25 feet and 
a half broad, teraiinating in femicirqular 
windows, which have even in their ruins the 
appearance of great lightnefs and beauty. 
There was alfo a north and Ibuth aifle, the 
windows belonging to the former of which 
appear to be Gothic and different from the 
main ones. The wl^ok is bxuk with very 

4incieAt 
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ancient brick of extraordinary hardnefs and 
with ftone which in fome ^places bear the 
marks of fire.

canons regular of the order df St* Awgiiftine 
by Eynulph, or Erhulph, a monk, who dedi- 
cated it to St* Botolph and St. Julian, and was 
the lirft ftiar. This houfe was the firft of 
thatorder. in England, as appears by a* bull 
of Pafchal the ad to the founder in Auguft 
1 1 16*-— *By him they^ had the pre-eminence 
above alL. the houfes of their order in Eng- 
land, and authority and jurisdiAiqn < over 
them in general ; by him dxey were impoWired 
topunifli delinquents and. deferters,^ and to 
govern all others accordiing to their dvfli/^e, 
to plant' and diftributc thdr members iptftich 
places as to. them Ihould appear conitdni^ht, 
he alfo pxit the churches of Trinity and St. 
Leonard in lx>ndon under their governmcrit 
and direftion. Likewife he exempted them 
from all fecular and ecclefiaftical jurisdiftion 
whatfoever, and ordained that ifter Erhulph's 
death> the fucteeding friirs ihould be chofen 
by their brother canons, or the majority, ind 
confecrated without fcesby the bp. of Lon- 
don, froftt Whom they were to recejvQ i kind 
of epifcopal power.

In this parifli ftood the noble and ftatel^ 
Monaftcry of St John, founded by Eudb, fur- 
named Dapifer, fewer to William the Con- 
queror*— This man h^ing in great favor with 
William, obtained 25 lordfhips in Eflex, and 
in other counties in England 39 lordfhips, 
and at the death of William was greatly 
inftrumental in raifing to the throne of Eng- 
land, William Rufus. Refiding here on occa- 
fion of his having the government and pro- 
teftion of the place, he refolved to build a 
monaftery. — A pleafant eminence on the fouth 
fide of the town, (where ope Siric, a prieft, 
had a little dwelling) near to a wooden church 
crcfted anddedicatedtoSt. John theEvange- 
lift, which was famed for miracles was thought 
facred, and a fpot pointed out by its holinefs 
proper to creft the new monaftery upon.-^Fpr 
often in dark nights (it was fabled) heavenly 
lights were feen in the church, apd voices pr a if- 
ing God heard, when no one was within^. It 
aHp happening that a certain man whowas kept 

in 
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in irons by the king's command, beihgpre^* 
fent at the feaft of the faint whilli mafs was ' 
faying, was ,loofcd from his fetters, which 
breaking with a noife flew fronri him. Thcfe^ 
and fuch like artifices weighirtg^ with the*' 
credulity of Eudo, in 1096, the ground was 
marked out and the following year began by 
Eudo, who himfelf laid the firft ftpne, Rozia 
his wife the fecond, and his brother the third. . 
Gundulf bp. ofRochefter being applied toby * 
Eudo, fent two monks to live in the new mo-V 
nailery, to whom Eudo allowed a ftipend, but' 
they finding fault with their keeping returned "^ 
home; in their place two others wei-e fent, one* 
of whom named Radulf preffed Eudo tofet- • 
tie revenues upon the foundation, alledgihg ' 
it was unfit for monks to live like prebendk- 
ries and depend upon faymenfor their main- 7 
tenance. Eudo being in difgrace with Hehry 
I . was not then well able to comply with his 
demands, but bfeing continually urgedi he at * 
laft cbnfented ; though not to the fatisfaftioh 
of the two monks : they therefore quitted^the 
monaftery, which Eudo now began to repent 
building, and meeting Stephen, abbot of 

York 
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York, ho committed to him the care of the 
cdifice> Stephen, chufing from his own mo- 
naftery 12 nionks, and one undcrrthe name of 
provoijh or orior to govern the» others, fent 
thern to ^udo> who joyfully received thcun. 
After their arrival, the building which had 
been carried on but flowly, waj8 put under 
the direftion of William, a prieft, and nephew 
to £u4Pj who fparing neither care orexpcncc, 
fopp conjp^jcted it. Hugh, one of the thirteen, 
was ghofen ^bbot , and confecrated by Mau- 
rigp, ^i|hpp,,of London about the yeaj; 1104. 
The pipjaaftery itfelf was confecrated the lotli 
of Janjmu^y ip a very folema manner and with 
gr^at pomp i at. which time it was liberally 
endowed by the munificent founder, and 
othe^i^ deyowt perfons, who made offering of 
their ^ajnts upon the altar. Eudo, at his 
dea^thj which happened at the caftleofPrcaux 
in Nornjaady, made hismonaftery great gifts, 
and defiring to be buried, in it, was brought

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nf things cbrnprchendcd in a charter granted 
to it by Richird J. alfo the privilege of fanc- 
tuary. The pbflTcflions of this once famous 
monaftery wert very greaCt, but at the diffolu- 
tion valued only at 523 1. 17 s. 10 d. a fum 
greatly inferior to their value, or even the an- 
nual produce. 

John Becjie was the laft abbot and one of 
thofe who had the hardinefs to refufe acknow- 
ledging the king's fupremacy, for which be- 
ing attainted of high treafon he was hanged 
at- Colchefter December i, 1539, upon the 
fame gallows which his predcceflbrs the ab- 
bots of St. John's had granted the burgefles 
liberty to ereft in the manor of Greenllead. 
Iris told of him that the magiftrates empow- 
ered to fee his execution, invited him to a 
feaft, to which going without fufpicion, they 
fhewed him^the warrant, and put it in force 
without further ceremony or delay : — An in^ 
fiance of barbarifm, inhumanity, and wanton 
cruelty, 'neither to be excufed or juftifted. 

In 1544, Ilenry VIII. granted the ftte of 
the monaftery, to fir Thomas Darcy, knt. for

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21 years, and! in 1547 Edward, YJ. granted 
the reverfion of it to John Dudley Earl of 
Warwick, from whom it paffed, tO; John Lu- 
cas, town-clerk of Colchefter and matter of 
the requefts toEdwaxd Vl.who cpnyertedttie 
remains of it into a feat, which i?ff\^g poflef- 
fed by John lord Lucas his dcfcendant at the 
the time of the fiegc, was plufid^i;?d, and ^- 
moft demolifticd during its continuance. 
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The gateway, or entrance of the monalteiy, 
is the only part which remains to give any 
idea of its ancient magnificeo^c^r It isanarch-> 
way of ftpijCj vaulted, with a.roioai above, and 
a fmall room upon the left. It is coiiftruAed 
of hewn ftone and flint, and is of remarkable 
neatneli and good workm^nfhip^ Some part 
of the outhoules belonging to the monafteiy 
are alfo ftanding, but as to cvciy other part 6{ 
the fabric the raturc is fo pcrfcft, tteat not 
one ftone is left tipon the other* The v^ralfs 
cncompaflting the fite, are ftill ftaiiding.

pcnfioa of 61. not only ^ith-^held thfcfattie,

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COLCHESTER 

Has its markets on Wednefday, Friday, 
and Saturday^ and one every fecond TueOay ; 
but Saturday being the chief, the others arc 
but little minded, and now aUnoft unobferv«* 
ed. Anciently there feem to have been one 
held every day, Ihops being then unfrequent 
renders it prop&ble. The fleih market is qow 
held in the principal ftreet, and, to the great 
annoyance to individuals even in the foot 

path., A (^ujftom however obnoxious an4^** 
furd ftill pircvailing, and in fpite of cleanU^ 
ntlljh decqiqy;, . and public benefit, likely fQ 
continue. The herb m^ket, tlio* in 1 5 29 Of^ 
dered to be held from the Lion to St. Ni- 
cholases church; is kept from that inn to {VI- 
him*s laiie,..abcwithftandingd)e /ormer fitua!^ 
tion is preferable. The ifUh market was fotw 
iherly keptratthcNewHythe^ but no^-to 
held in the bQtchcry,---*-a place from its fia^' 
cbre ftench and filth fufficiently ofienfive,^ btii 
aided as it is by the exalted effluvia of tiie- 
cayed fifhj becomes ten times worfe, and

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fliower, would go near to occafion the worft 
of putrid diforders. 

FAIRS. 

There are but four fairs annually held in 
this town, although it has the privilege of 
holding five. 

The firft is held the 5th day of July, and 
fometimes thef<41owingday, upon St, John's 
green, for cattle. It continued formerly 
four days. 

The fecond called the New fair, is held up- 
on the ajd day of July and the two follow- 
ing days, near St. Anne's chapel for cattle. 

The third is held on the ad day of Au- 
guft, upon Magdalen green, but it is of 
fmall account. It is the moft ancient being 
granted to the hofpital there by Richard the 
I. in 1 189, and formerly ufed to continue 
two days. 

The fourth called St. Dennis's fair, is 
held upon the 20th of October and continues 

I four 
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four days, the firft day is for cattljc and held in 
Bcrye-field in Queen-ftreet, the other three 
days for wares and merchandize, and held 
in the High-ftreet. It formerly was kept for 
eight days, but by the charters of Charles 
I. and William &Mary, limited to four; not- 
withftanding which limitation it not unfrc- 
quently is extended to a fortnight. 

The fair which is now difufed, was granted 
by William III. to be held upon the fecond 
Tuefday in April and the three following 
days, near St. Anne's chapel, for cattle, 
goods, wares, and merchandize. 

ECCLESIASTICAL GOVERNMENT. 

This town is under the government of the 
biihop of London> and gives denomination 
to one of the five archdeacons of that fcc> 
whofe archdeaconry comprehends the dean- 
ries of Colchefter, Lexden, Tendring, Wit- 
ham, Samford, and Newport. 

VISCOUNTS. 

It hath alfo given the the title of vifcount, 
to the families of Darcy of Chiche, and Sa- 
vage: 
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vage: — for, July the 5th 1 6a i, Thomas baron 
Darcy was created Vifcount Colchefter, and 
in i639wasfuccceded in his titles by his grand- 
fon John Savage, who was alfo fucceeded by 
his two fons Thomas and Richard one after the 
other, but both dyipg without iflue male, tht 
title of vifcount Colchefter became cxtinft, 

FISHERY. 

Richard I. granted to the free burgefles 
of Colchefter, the filhery of the river Colne, 
extending from North-bridge to Weftnefle, 
and the fame has beca confirmed to them 
by feveral fubfequent charters. 

This fiftiery includes not only the courfe of 
the river Colne, but all the fleets and creeks 
it runs into, or that have any outlet therein. 
For the prefervation of this valuable grant, 
courts of admiralty or confervancy were ufu- 
ally held on Colne Water. There are many 
rules and orders, as well as an a£t of parlia- 
ment, for the government and prefervation of 
the filhery, and none are permitted to dredge 
without a licence. 

I 2 Th€ 
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The inhabitants of Eaft Merfca, Chich St. 
Ofith, Brightlingfea, Alresford, Wivenhoc, 
Langenhoe, Fingringhoe, and Eaft Donyland, 
who are free of the trade, and whofe fettlemcnt 
and refidcnce are in any of thefe pariihcs^ 
claim a right to have licences granted them. 

This right of filhery being very valuablc« 
many attempts have at divers times been 
made, both by force and art, to deprive the 
borough of it. In the reign of Edward III. 
Lionel de Bradenham, an ambitious and ty- 
rannical man, endeavour'd to inclofe part of 
the river i but being prevented, in revenge, 
attempted to fet fire to the town. John Earl 
of Oxford, obtained a grant of it from 
Henry VI. but was not able to gain pofleffion 
of it. Many fimilar attempts were made by 
the lords of the manors adjacent i none of 
which fucceeded : yet by negleft, two creeks 
called the Geedons, are become appendages 
to the manor of Fingringhoe, 

The oyfters which are the produce of this 
fiftiery, being fo famous, it may not be im- 
proper to mention fome particulars relating 

to 
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to them. They are of feveral forts, of which 
the Pye 'fleet Is moft in efteem, being a 
fmall thick oyfter with a deep tranfparent 
fhell. The creek in which they are found, 
proceeds fronn the river to the Strood at the 
entrance of Merfea ifland. The number of 
oyfters which are natives of this creek can- 
not be very great, neither can the whole pro- 
duce of the river with its various creeks, be 
any ways adequate to the vaft quantities fold 
under the denomination of Colchcfter Ovf- 
ters. The great demand daily mide for 
them, has obliged t3ie merchants to^^t oyf- 
ters from other places, which they ftWwupon 
their layings ; after thefe oyfters have acquired 
a degree of fatnefs, they are not urrfreqiiently 
vended as the native production of the lifhery. 

Oyfters caft their fpawn in April ahd May, 
and about Midfuramer and Michaeknaai. 
This is called the fpat by the fi{he<*n:k^ni; and 
cleaves to ftones, oyftcr Ihells, pieces of wood, 
and other things at the bottom ofthe Tea, all 
whkh they call cultch. The fpat when firit 
caft, is like the drop of a candle, but no larg- 
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et than a fmall fpanglc. It is conjcfturcd 
that in 24 hours after^ the fhell begins to be 
formed. After the oyfters have firft fpawncd 
they are fick, but foon after begin to get nvellf 
and in Auguft are perfeftly fo. The male 
oyfter having a black fubftancc in the fin, is 
termed black fick, and the female, having a 
milky fubft:ance in the fin, they term white 
fick. When they take the oyfters, they fepa- 
rate the fmall brood from the cultch, and 
then throw it in again i but if the Ipat isilb 
fmall, that it cannot be fever'd from the cultch 
then they are permitted to take the ftonc or 
cultch the fpat is upon. The fpat and fmall 
oyfters thus taken, are fpread upon places 
called beds or layers, near the edge of the ri- 
ver, where they grow and fatten, and iq ti^o 
or three years the fmalleft become oyfters of 
the legal fize. The fize, is an oyfter call in 
brafs, which is kept by the magiftrates, or 
water bailiff. 

When the oyfters have attained thi^ legal 
fize, they are removed from their layings or 
beds, into pits cut in the marfties, where they 

fatten 



fatten, SorM of thefe pits communicate a 
green tinge to the fin of the oyfter, which co- 
lour they acquire in a few days. The me- 
thod of giving this quality to the pit is kept a 
fecret, but there is little doubt to be made, 
that it confifts in Towing the bottom of the 
pit with the feed of fomc vegetable, Upon 
which, when it begins to fpring up, the oyf- 
ters feed. That this quality is communicated 
to the pit, and is t\6t occafioned by the na- 
ture of the foil, is evident; for otherwife it 
would not be eafy to account why a pit with- 
in a foot or two of a greening pit, fliall not 
have the fame quality. That it is owing to 
a caufc not permanent is alfo evident, as a pit 
after a certain time lofes the power of giving 
a green hue to the oyftcr. It cannot be cop- 
peras, as fome have imagined; for altho* cop- 
peras is green in' the lump, yet when ditfolv- 
ed its colour is difFerent ; neither, were it nor, 
is It eafy to conceive fuch a dangerous mine- 
ral, fhonld be the food of ah animal ; or if it 
were, fliould not be eafily difcovered in the 
efFcfts it would produce upon thofe who had 
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eaten of an oyfter which received its colour 
from fo pernicious a fubftancc. 

The cultch being fo neceffary for the oyf- 
ters to fpat upon, it is made felony to carry 
it away after the month of May, and penal^ 
ties are laid by the admiralty court upon thole 
who deftroy or carry it away at any time. 
Notwithftanding which, while by the pay- 
ment of a fine of 5I. or iol. the fifhermcn 
can carry out of the river, as much cultch and 
fpat as is worth lool. which is not unfrc- 
quently the cafe, it is not likely that their ho- 
nefty, either to thofewhoare entitled to dredge 
with them, or to the corporation who grant 
them licence, will ftand fo much in their way, 
as to prevent a praftice, which, although 
defcended from father to fon,. and has not 
yet met with its adequate puniihment,. can 
make no better claim to exemption from it, 
than many pradlices for which the culprit un- 
dergoes the fevercft rigour of juftice. 

PRIVILEGES and CUSTOMS* 

There are feveral privileges which Col- 
chefter enjoys by cuftom and prefcription, 

many 
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ftiany of which are particularly confirmed by 
feharcers. It claims, — To be an hundred or 
liberty of itfclf; — for a law hundred court was 
in ancient time held here; as alfb an hundred 
court, which hath given place to the quarter 
fcflions. The law hundred court continues 
to be held, at certain times in the year, on 
every Monday and Thurfday. 

A Feme-Covert y or married woman, can 
convey her eftate if it lies in the town, by 
deedi being firft examined by the mayor and 
declaring her confcnt, without being obliged 
to pafs a fine. 

The free burgeffes, were wont, by an- 
cient ufage, to eleft feven or eight alder- 
men, two chamberlains, a town-clerk, four 
claviers, two coroners, and i6 council men. 

This town had anciently the probate and 
inrojling of wills, which right it exercifcd 
till about the year 1560. 

The free burgeffes of this town had as ear- 
ly as the reign of Henry I. the cuftoms of 
the water or river, and of the banks of the 

fame 
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fame on both fides from North-bridge to 
Weftnede, this was confirmed to them by 
a charter of Ricnard L and fmce confirmed 
bv other charters. 

Treafure trove, wrecks, waived goods, and 
deodands, in the river or water, belong to 
the corporation, and they are entitled to the 
anchorage in the river, but it has not been de- 
manded fince the reign of queen Elizabeth. 

The free burgeflfes refident, claim the bene- 
fit of commoning in certain lands round the 
walls of the town, from I^ammas day till Feb- 
ruary, thefe lands are computed to contain 
500 acres. It appears that at the time of 
making domefday book, the burgefTes had 
80 acres of land and 8 perches round the 
wall in common, and that the king's demefne 
were 102 acres of land, of which, 10 were 
meadow: thefe demefnes Henry 11 • granted 
in fee farm with a right of commonage to the 
free burgefTes, by what method the com- 
mons have been increafed is unknown: un- 
lefs the holders of land finding it beneficial 
to have the right of commo nwith the free 

burgeflfes 
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burgeffes, permitted this right to be extend-*^^ 
ed over their own lands. 

There were no regulation of thcfe lands 
till the 15th of queen Elizabeth, and now 
being under very bad government, they 
turn to little account. ^ By an order made the 
25 th of May 1629, every burgefs might have 
three head of great cattle, or in lieu thereof, 
ten fheep for every head of great cattle ; four 
treafurers were to be chofen out of each ward, 
and each treafurer to nominate four driverSy 
who were to take care the commons were not 
overcharged, or other cattle than thofe of 
free burgefles were feeding m^rton. By the 
laft conftitutions made in Auguft 1633 and 
1635, ^ ha-dfmaa was to be chofen to look 
after the freeman's cattle. 

Colchefter being a borough by prefcriptioa 
hath fent members to parliament upon re- 
cord from the 23d of Edward I. to the pre- 
fent times. 

The right of eleftion was anticntly in the 
inhabitants fcottant and lotcanc within the 
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borough, or the free burgeDTes rcfidcrit; but 
at prefcnt it is held to be in the mayor, alder- 
men, common-council, and free burgefles not 
receiving; alms. 

There are three ways by which the free bur- 
gefles acquire their freedom or right of vot- 
ing. — ift. By feven years apprenticefhip with 
a free burgcfs , — ind. by being the (on of a 
free burgefs, or grand-fon of a free burgefs . — 
3dly. by creation. And anciently the being 
born and baptized in the borough gave the 
fame right. 

GIFTS and BENEFACTIONS to the 

Corporation. 

Sir Thomas White's Gift. 

Sir Thomas White, knt. lord mayor and 
alderman of London, did, in the year 1566, 
deliver and pay unto the mayor, or burgefles, 
and commonalty of Brifliol, 2000I. to the ii\- 
tent that they ftiould therewith purchafe to 
thcmfelves and their fucceflTors, meflTuages, 
lands, &c, then of the clear yearly value of 
120I. and more, to continue for ever for the 

equal 
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equal benefit and advancement of twenty- 
four large cities and towns in England: in 
the following manner. Namely^, That the 
yearly fum of 104I. fhould be paid on St. 
Bartholomew's day at Merchant Taylor's 
hall in London, to the mayor or bailiffs of 
each of thofe refpeftive cities, &c. fucceffive- 
lyi to be lent by each commonalty, at 25 1. a 
piece, to four of their poor young freemen, of 
honeft fame, for ten years without paying any 
intereft. Tfaofe perfons to give fufficient fe- 
curity for the re-payment of the faid 25 1. at 
the expiration of the ten years. Clothiers to 
be preferred to all others. The odd 4I. was 
to be employed by the refpeftive mayors, &c. 
of each city and town as they fhould think 
good for their care and pains. Several ef- 
tateswcre accordingly purchafed with the faid 
2000 1. the annual income of which is re-^* 
ported to be now above 3500I. The firft 
payments were made in the following order:

Lady Judde's Gift. 

The worfhipful dame Mary Judde, (widow 
of Sir Andrew Judde, who was lord mayor c^ 
London in the year 1550) Did, by Indenture 
bearing date the 13th of Feb. 33 Eliz. Anno 
1590— give to the baylifFs and commonalty 
of Colchefter, one hundred pounds> as a 
ftock to buy and provide from time to tim c 
wool, yarn, flax, and fuch other merchant 
dize and things as the feafon fhould require^ 

for 
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for the fetting on work fuch poor pcrlbns, 
inhabiting within the faid town, and liber- 
ties of the fame as Ihould be able to work 
or labour, the fame perfons receiving for their 
work as they fhould be agreed withal ; and 
that the profit, commodity, and benefit, which 
Ihould grow and, accrue by reafon of the em- 
ployment of the faid ftock of looJ. as aforefaid, 
Ihould be from time to time for ever thereafter 
given, difpofed and delivered, by the baylifFs 
and commonalty, and their fucceflbrs, to fuch 
of the poor people, inhabitants within the 
faid town and liberties thereof, as were irnpo^ 
tent and unable to work or labour, according 
to the good difcretion of the faid bayliffs and 
aldermen for the time being. — But if the faid 
fum of lool. did at any time remain un- 
occupied, or not employed to the ufes before 
mentioned by the fpace of twelve whole 
months together, then the baylifFs and com- 
monalty were to repay it to the faid Lady 
Judde, or to her executors, within three 
months next after demand thereof. 

Mr. Hunwick's Gift. 

John Hunwick, alderman of Colchefter, 
did by his laft will dated the 24th day of No- 
vember, 
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vcmber 1593* devifc for ever to the poor^ 
lame, and impotent perfons, inhabiting and 
dwelling within the town of Colcheftcr and 
the preclnfts thereof, the fum of three hun- 
dred pounds to be paid by his executors to 
the baylifFs and commonalty of Colcheftcr: 
and the ufe and profits of the fame, to be dif- 
tributed by thefe,for four y^ars together [viz. 
30I. at 10 per cent, as it was then] amongft 
th poor, laiTie, and impotent perfons of Col- 
cheftcr as aforefaid, without any manner of 
afFcvhon. Every fifth year the intereft arif- 
ing that year to be paid thus; loLtothe 
baylifFs and portmen of Ipfwichj lol. to the 
mayor of Sudbury; and lol. to the bayliffs 
of Maiden, for their poor -, and on the faid 
fifth year, the baylifFs and commonalty of 
Colcheftcr to meet the baylifFs and com- 
monalty of Jpfwich on the 15th of Septem- 
ber i and give account to them of the profit 
and diftribution of the money for the four 
years foregoing. One time the rtiagiftrates of 
Ipfwich to come to Colcheftcr j and the next 
time the magiftrates of Colcheftcr to go to 
Ipfwich. Difcharges to be given; upon the 

receipt 
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receipt of the faid fevcral fums, under the 
common feals of the refpcftivc towns. 

William Turner's Gift. 

William Turner, of the parilh of All- 
Hallows the wall, London, merchant, fome- 
time one of the aldermen of Colchefter, by 
his will dated Nov. 7, 1630, gave to John 
Marftiall and other feoffees, his capital mef- 
fuage, &c. at the New Hythe where he lately 
dwelt, as alfo a piece of a coal-yard which he 
held in farm of the bayliffs and commonalty 
of Colchefter; upon a fpccial truft, that the 
faid mefluage, &c. fhould for ever be kept 
in repair; and that the bayliffs and common- 
alty fhould yearly take the rent and (the 
charges of repairs being firfldedufted) Ihould 
diftribute it, on the feaft day of St. Thomas 
and Good-friday, for ever, to the mpft aged, 
poor, and impotent inhabitants of the faid 
town. — When the truftces are reduced to 
two, they fhould, with the allowance of the 
bayliffs, infeoffe four or five new truftees of 
the beft fort of people in the, town of Col- 
chefter. 

K Arcbbiftop 
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Archbifhop Harsnet's Gift. 

Dr* Samuel Harfnct, archbifliop of Yorki 
did by his will, proved Jtinc 8, 1621, give to 
the bayliffs and corporation of Colchefter, -all 
his library of books; upon condition that they 
fhould provide a decent room tofetthem up 
in, that the clergy of this town, and other 
divines, might have free acccfs for the read- 
ing and ftudying them. They are now placed 
in the caftle.— The mod valuable amongft 
them are the fine Antwerp Polyglot iBiMe:

FREE SCHOOL. ^ 

King Henry VIII. by liis letters patent 
dated Nov. 1 2, 1539; granted * the ch:th tries 
in the chapel of St. Helen, and ill the' church 
of St. Mary, to the bailiffs, burgeffes and 
commonalty of Colchefterj upon condition 
that they fhould found and endow a free 
fchool with part of the revenues of the 
fame. They accordingly allowed the year- 
ly fum of 61. 13 s 4d. to a fchoolmafter :

Upon occafion of fome difputes concern- 
ing the application of the revenues, and to 
get rid of the trouble continually arifmg in 
the management of them j the mayor and 
corporation, granted the eftates fettled upon 
the fchool, to feveral trufteesj in truft that 
they fhould permit the mailer to receive the 
rents and profits thereof to his own ufe. 

Divers ftatutes and ordinances, were made 
by the bifliop of London and the dean of St. 
Paul's, concerning the mafter and fcholars, 
which they were to ohferve and keep. 

FOUNDATIONS at' Cambripge, belong- 
ing to the SCHOOL. 

Mary Lewis, by her will dated Oftober 12, 
1620, did give lool. to the ufe of St. John'fi 
college, Cambridge, for the purpofc of found- 
ing a fcholarfhip therein, for which fum the 
bailiffs and commonalty of Colchefter, did 
grant to the mafter, fellows, and fcholars of 
the faid cbllegCi and their fucceffors for ever, 

an 
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an annuity or yearly rent of 7I. ifluing out 
of certai|i lands in the parifh of St. Michael 
Mile End, for the nnainteliance of a fcholar, 
which fcholar is to be chofen by the matter 
and feniors of the faid college out of the free 
fchool of Colchefter—being the fon of a free 
burgefs if they (hall have any fuch within 
their college, duly qualified, but if not the 
bayliffs of Golchefter, the general preacher 
there, and the fchoolmafter, or any three; of 
them, to nominate and prefent to the matter 
and feniors of the college, one of the fcholars 
of the faid free fchool. 

Ambrofe Gilbert, by his will dated the 9th 
tx May, 1642, gavc':an eftate at St. Ofith, 
in Effex, to the founding a fello^ihip: and 
fcholarfhip in St. John's college, iri Gam* 
bridge; and did appoint to be c^p^l^ of 
thofe places ; firft the Gilberts, next the 
Torkingtons, then Golchefter fchool, laftly 
Orfct, and Effex. 

CHARITY SGHOOLS. 

There are feveral charity fchools in Gol- 
chefter. Two of which, being firft creftcd 

K 3 abou 
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about the year lyoSj contain about 45 boySf 
and 14 girlS) who are educated and cloathed^ 
but not boarded. The fchool houfc wherein 
they are kept is in the parifli of All Saints, 
which houfe was purchafed for that purpole^ 
with lool, given by Mr. Samuel Rufh in 
1 7 1 1 . His widow alfo gave 50 1. with which 
a meiTuage was purchafed in the parifh of St. 
Giles, and fettled uponthefefchools foremen' 
Mr. William Naggs in the year 1747, gave a 
freehold mefluagc and twenty-five acres of 
land in Wickham St. Paul in the county of 
Effex to feveral truftees, for the better fup- 
port of the fchool. 

The Prdteftant diflenters have alfo tw<$ 
charity fchools in this town, the principal one 
of which is in More^lane, in a houfe former-- 
ly ufed as a Meeting. 

CHARTERS. 

It is reafonable to prefume, that in themoft 
early times, fo confiderable a place as Col- 
chcfter, was an objeft of the favour and mu- 
nificence of our fovcrcigns 5 and though there 

are 
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Urc no charters c^ftin^ before the Norrnaa 
cpaqucft, yec that the i?ight3L which in the 
tune, of Heniy L were enjoyed by the bo- 
rough aj5 prefcrirp'tive> wexe firft. gfaotedby 
the oiorc ancient king3 of England* 

The charter granted by Richard J. in the 
firft year of his reign, to the burgeffes of Col- 
chefter ; is the tnoft ancient, of which any 
knowledge ^as dqfcended to the prefent time, 
and Upon this ch'acter all the fubfcquent ones 
granted to-them have been founded. 

By this charter which was dated'upon Dec. 
6, 11J9. RICHARt) granted and con- 
firnned to hi§ bMr^cfjTes. of Colehefter, liberty 
to chijifc bailiffs. r&ocn» among thffnrifelvcj 
whom they would -, and a juftice to hold pleas 
df the-crowtt, HhA to plead therii within their 
iywn bufgh.: ordaining, thaf thiey IKould have 
;io jiiftice but qf, tbfeir own rcjiiunng; and 
not plead 4ay matter out of the walls of 
their own burgh : J;>e free from fcot and lot J, 

t 'By/cot vad lot apc tobc ua^crftppd public impoiltions, 
qt contributions, 
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dinegcldll, and murdrumt; And whcnttrcf 
(or wherefocver) they were fummoned be- 
fore the juftices itinerant, they might be 
acquitted by four creditable men of the 
burgh : and none of them fhould clear them- 
felvcs by duel. If any of them was im- 
pleaded in a plea of the crown, upon making 
oath that he had been indifted in the burgh^ 
he fhould be difcharged : that none of the 
royal family, of any other, fhould be lodge(^, ' 
by force, or by the marfhaPs appointment^ 
within the walls of the burgh: that they 
fhould be exempt all over England, and the 
feaports, from toll, laftagej, pafrage§j PP^P'^

age*, and all other cuftoms (or'duties) at all 
times, and in all places : and that none of the 
burgeffes (hould be amerced in a pecuniary 
fum, unlefs for their weere§: viz. a hundred 
(hillings, in their hundred (court) or at any 
other plea, within the walls of the burgh ; the 
faid amerciament to be laid (or moderated) by 
the oath of the aforefaid burgeffes, and that 
>he be no more molefted. Alfa that they 
fhould have all their lands, debts, and fecuri- 
ties, whoever owed them : and if any perfon 
took toll or cuftom from them, the burgeffes 
fhould take from that city, burgh, or town^ 
in which the toll or cuftom had been taken, as 
much as the burgefs of Colchefter had given 
for toll, or according to the damage he had

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farm> as they enjoyed them in the time of K, 
kichard's fathein and grandfaih^ : and that 
Colchefter market fhould not be hindered hyi 
any other markeCi but that their markets andi 
cuftoms fhould remain id the fame (late as^ 
vrhen tliey were confirmed upon the oath of 
the burgeffes of Colchefter, before the juf- 
tices itinerant of king Henry II. 

Thefe great privileges have been, at^di* 
v6rs times, wholly and entirely confirmed by 
the charters of fubfequent kings i namely, of 
HeUry III. Edward II, Edward III. Richard 
IL HeniV IV. V. and VI. Edward IV. iWen/ 
Vn. and VIII. Edward VI. Mary I. Eliza;, 
beth, J ames I. and the firft charter of Charles 
1. And thofe fevcral princes did not barely 
confirm them, but moft of them made thereto 
wtx"^ conflderable additions. 

HENRY III. granted to the burgeffes 
of Colchefter, that they and their heirs for 
ever ihould have the return of all writs, 
in matters concerning the liberty of the 
town. 

EDWARD 
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EDWARD If. allowed them the full ind 
free enjoyment of fuch liberties, contained 
in rheir charter, as they or their prcdcccffors 
had r.ot hitherto enjoyed : without any moleft- 
ation from himfclf^ or his heirs, his jufticcs, 
efcheators, fherifFs, or any other his officers. 
Moreover he granted the burgcfles of this 
burgh an exemption for ever, from muragcf, 
picage*, paagc4;, and all other impofitionson 
their goods and merchandifes, throughout 
the kingdom and other his dominions^ and in 
all fca-ports(. And that none of them ihould 
plead, or be impleaded without the burghj 
for any pleas, affizcs^ or plaints ; nor for any 
lands or tenements within the burgh or its li- 
berties ; nor for trefpafles or contrafts made 
within the faid burgh or liberties of the 
fame: and that when any affizes, or in- 
qucft. were holden, for any tenures, tref-

pafles. 
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paffes, contrafts, or felonies committed 
within the burgh aforefaid, or its liberties, 
they Ihould not be made or holden by fo- 
reigners, but by burgcfles of the burgh ^ un- 
lefs the affair concerned the king, his heirs or 
officers, or the community of the burgh. He 
alfo granted, that the aforefaid burgefles, and 
their heirs and fucceffors for cvep- Ihould have 
in that burgh one fair every year to laft eight 
days, namely, the day before St. Dennis, on 
St. Dennis's day, and the fix days following; 
with all liberties and fret cuftoms belonging 
to fuch a fair: unlefs the fair ihould be a 
hindrance to other neighbouFing ones. 

EDWARD III. RICHARD It. and 
HENRY IV. were content with cftabliftiing 
our privileges, without enlarging them. 

r 

HENRY V. confirmed them, with the fol- 
lowing additions. That for the greater fafe- 
ty of the bailiffs, burgeffes, and cdmmonalty 
of this town : and for avoiding all ambiguir 
ties and difputes concerni4;ig;ther liberties and 
franchifes aforefaid ; which might arile, either 
by wilfully mifliakin j, or inifanderftandiag 

without 
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ifvkhout defign, fome obfcure exprefllons ttx 
the charters above-mentioned; therefore that 
the faid bailifFs, burgefles, and common- 
alty, and their heirs, and fucceflbrs, fhould * 
have cognizance of all manner of pleas con- 
cerning lands, tenements, rents, and ferviccs 
arifingor happening within the burgh, or the 
fuburbs and liberties of the fahie j as wcU 
concerning pleas of affize, of novel difleifin^ 
mort d*anceftor, rcdiflcifin, certifications of 
eflizes and attaints, as of all other pleas real : 
and alfo of pleas of debt, trefpafs, covenant^ 
detinue, account, and all other pleas perfbnal 
whatfoever, within the burgh afbrefaid> the 
Suburbs, or liberties of the fame; to be hold- 
en at the Motehalle of the burgh, before the 
tailifFs for the time being as well in the 
prefence as in the abfence of the king 
and his heirs. And likewife to have the ex-

ecutions of the faid pleas. And that the afore- 
said bailifFs and their fucceflbrs (hould baVe 
the cognizance of all the pleas* aforefaid ; and 
that ' the fame pleas before what j^kes (be- 
ircr,'0r ho«wfoevcr, begun, fiiould be profe^ 
ftQtedt^etennined/ and finilhbd in the court 

at 
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at the Motehdle of the burgh ^re£iid, 1m$« 
fore the bailifFsj and their fuccefibrs. 

HE^RY VL withput aimulling any c\^^ 
of the foregoing charters, confirmed thofy 
parts of the charters of Richard L Edwsird 
n, and Henry V. which did molt c%ecia% 
relateto the eledion of bailiffs, and a juftici^ 
aryf the holding of pleas within the burgh; 
and afliies and inquefts by burgefles, and not; 
hy foreigners: and the hearing and deter^ 
joiiung all ^pleas. both real and perfonal, be« 
kinging to the J^ucgh and the liberties, with- 
in theiMQtdhai2e.-«^'-'>^'ftfiut fbecaufe the graint^ 
of fornicr kings were not fufficiently clear 
and cxpre&, either for want of proper words> 
orithrough the lobicurity of thofe ufed. He 
made. ^. foUowing explanations. — That the 
liberty.^ foburbs,;and precindbs of the town of 
Gokhefter, which wei« not fpecificd in for- 
mer charters^ ihould extend throughout the 
iaid town idfColchefter, and the feveral ham- 
te ta^f L/exden^jMik-eod^ Grinfted^ and Do- 
nykud, adjoining oo d«ie fame'towa of Gol<* 
^iiefter :; axod fDonalNorthbridlgQasifar as W<rft*- 

neflc; 
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nefles the aforcfaid burgeffes, and their prede- 
ccflbrs, burgeffes of the town of Colchcfter, 
having peaceably, and without interruption, 
ufed and enjoyed the faid hamlets as parcel of 
the liberty, fuburbs, and precinfts of Colchcf- 
ter aforcfaid from time immemorial. Alio, 
that the bailiffs of the faid town of Colchef* 
tcr for the time being and their fucccfibrs 
might hold in the Motehail of that town 
before ihemfelves, all kinds of pleas, and all 
manner of actions, real, perfonal, and mixt, 
fuits, plaints, and demands,, moved or to be 
moved within the faid town, or within the li-- 
berty, fuburbs, or precin^lsof thefamci as 
well concerning any lands, tenements, rents, 
fervices, and other poffcffions whatfocvcr, 
within the faid town, or the liberty, fuburbs, 
and precinfts, of the famej as touching debts, 
detinue, account, covenant, and all manner of 
con^raft for above forty Ihillings, or under: 
and all manner of trefpaffes, by force of arms, 
or otherwife comnnitted j and all manner of 
offences and injuries not amounting to felony, 
done within the faid town or the liberty, fuh-r 
urbs, or precinfts, of the fame, or any way 

happening 
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liappcning, unlcfs they concerned the king or 
his heirs, or the bailiffs or commonalty of the 
loyfn. . And that the bailiff$ and burgeffcs 
fhould have, levy, and receive witb their own 
hands, and for their own proper ufe, all man^ 
ncr of iflues, forfeitures, fines, and ;^mer<;ia- 
ments adjudged orfet before them, in allfuchf 
pleas, actions, fuits, plaints, and demands, 
happening within the town of Colchefter, or 
within the liberty, fuburbs, or precinftsof the 
fame. Alfo, that the burgeifes of the faid 
town ihould plead, and be ijmpleaded, within 
the fanie town and not ^Ifewhere, before the 
bailiffs, for all the pleas ^forefaid, ^Moreover, 
he granted to the forefaidburgeffes their heirs 
and fucceffors, that, yearly at the time of the 
cleftion of bailiffs for the town of Colchef- 
ter according to ancient cuftom, they might 
chufe four of the moft; worthy and difcreet 
perfons of the iame towh, to be, jointly with 
the bailiffs for the time being, juJH^et of the 
feaccy for one whole year from the tinrie of 
fuch eleftion, within the faid town, ;^nd die 
liberty, fuburbs, and precinfts of the fame. 

And that the .faid four men, and the bailiffs,

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five, fouri" three, and two of therrii fhobld 
juftices of the peace in that town, and in the 
liberty, fubtirbs, and prtcinffs thereof. And- 
the juftices for the time beirtg, five,* fdtir, 
three, or two of them, to have full corrc6ti6h, 
punifliment, power, and authority, of know- 
ing, enquiring, hearihg,- and detemiihiftg all 
things and matters, as. well concerning felb- 
niesj trefpaffes, niifpHfions, and extortions, as 
of all other caufes, quarrels, and mifdeedS 
whatfoever within the faid town^ and tKc H- 
berty, fuburbs, jlnd precinfts of the famei for 
the future howfoever happening} as fulljr and 
amply-as the juftices of the peace; and tKe 
jufticbs appointed to hear and determihfc fclb- 
nies, trclpafles, and 6tKer injuries; arid thfe 
juftices who are to tal5e -care of weight^ iaind 
meafures, hunters, fcrvarit^i l^bdurcrsfj aHd ar* 
tificers, have, in any county or place ih this 
kingdom of England. And that no juftice of 
peace ih the county of Effex, or in any other 
county or place in the kingdom of England': 
but only the faid four men and the bailiHs*, 
five, four, three, or two of them, fhould hivt

powerto correft, enquij*, heiir> aAd dcterniinej 
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any thing done within the town of Colchefter, 
pr within the liberty, fuburbs, or pfec'infts of 
the fanne. Moreover, that the bailiffs and 
burgefles of the faid town , and their fucccf-* 
fors forever, (hould have all fines, iflues, for-» 
feitures, and amerciaments whatfoe\^r, fet by 
the faidjuftices of the peace within the town 
aforefaid, and within the liberty, fuburbs or 
precinfts of the fame ; and the goods and 
chattels of all felons, fugitives, and out-laws, 
and of all perfons condemned and in what; 
manner foever convifted, as the fame goods 
(hbuld happen to be found in the town afore** 
faid, or in the liberty, fuburbs, and precinfts 
of the fame: arid likewife the goods and chat- 
tels of all perfons that lay violent hands on 
themfelves, whcrefoever found within the faid 
town, liberty, fuburbs, or precin^s of the 
fame. And. if any perfon Ihould commit a 
trefpafs for which he ought to lofe life orlimbi 
or flies and will not abide judgment j or was 
guilty of any other offence for which he ought 
to lofe his chattels ; whcrefoever jufticc oughc. 
to pafs upon him, either in tljie king's dourt, 
#r in any other court; all his goods and chat- 

L 2 tcU 
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tcis thereby loil and forfeited to the king, 
fhould belong to the forefaid bailiffs ^d bur- 
geflcs, and their fucceflbrs for ever, who 
might feize and take poflefllon of the faid 
chattels, within this town, or within the liber- 
ty, fuburbs, or precindls of the fame, for the 
ufe and behoof of the bailiffs and burgeflesof 
this town, towards their fupport, and the pay- 
ment of the large fee-farm which they pay to 
the crown ; without any difturbance or im- 
pediment from the king, or his heirs j his juf-- 
tices, efcheators, fheriffs, or other his bailiffs 
or officers whatfoever. He granted, more- 
over, that it (hould not be lawful for die 
ftcward, and marlhall, or clerk of the king's 
houfholds, or his admiral, to enter or come in- 
to the town of Colchefter, or in the liberty, 
fiiburbs, and precinfts of it. And, that fhc 
bailiffs thereof fhould have full power and 
authority, to enquire of all matteh concern* 
ing the office of clerk of the market, ^hat 
fhould happen within the faid town, or the li- 
berty, fuburbs, and precinfts of the fame J. 

X Thefe three charters of Henry IV. V. and VI. were 
not taken notice of at all in the fabfequent charters^ 'till 
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EDWARD IV, not to be outdone by his 
competitor, granted this town a very full, long, 
and anniple charter; wherein, after confirming 
the charters df Richard I. Henry III. Edward 
II. Edward III. and Richard IL He fays, 
that the bailiflFs and burgeffes of th^ burgh of 
Colchefter had reprdcnted to him, That al- 
though they and their predeccflbrs froiti time 
immemorial, had held and enjoyed all the fub- 
tirbs of that burgh^ and all the hamlets of 
Lexdch, Milend,* Grehftede, ind Donylonde, 
thereto ac§oining; ahd all the water orr?ver 
from North-bridge to "Weftneflei' 'tdg^thtr 
with the banks on eadh^nde of the faiific wa- 
tcr withih the liberty and precinft of the fiid 
burgh; and that they at' that timfe did hold, 
and their predeceffors-had hdd, all- aftd fi'rfgu- 
lar the liberties, fra;nchifes, ind iWfriuBi ties 
aforefaid, freely, peiceably^^ and quietly, ever 
fince the fflaking and confirming ?he chi!rters 
bpfbrd rnentioned; yrt they were in fcari^that 
in tinie to come they might be difturbed in

part of their office, without impeachment 
from the king, or any other perfon whatfi^ 
ever. Further, he granted, that the bailifl% 
of this burgh for the time being, and fomc 
lawyer, and four burgeffes, to be chofcn in- 
the fame manner as the bailiffs, Ihould for 
ever hereafter be, jointly and feverally, keep- 
ers of the peace ; and authorized, to enforce 
the obfervancc of fever al ftatutes, for thctjur* 
et and good government of this burgh, arid 
liberty of the fame; and to chaftife andpu- 
nifh all offenders againft thofe ftatutes, ac- 
cording to the form therein prefcribed. Like- 
wife to oblige all perfons that threaten mif- 
chief to any one, to give fufficient fecurity 

for 
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for their good behaviour^ and to imprifofl 
them till they have given fuch fecuritjr* 
Moreover^ that the faid fix^ five, three, and 
two of them, (whereof the lawyer to be always 
one) bejuftices, to enquire upon the oath of 
honeft and legal men of the burgh and liber- 
ty aforefaid, of all manner of felonies, tref- 
pafles, foreftallers, regraters, and extortions 
whatfoever, committed within this burgh, li- 
berty, and precinft and of all other matters 
and things done within the fame^ which fall 
under the cognizance of the keepers of the 
peace of any county in England, by virtue 
of any ordinance orilatute, according to the 
law and cuftom of this realm : fo that all writs, 
precepts, and mandates concerning the pre- 
mifle^, be direfled to, and executed by, tlic 
officers of the faid burgh, and not the (herif& 
or coroncrsof thecounty of Eflex ; who fhould 
n6 way intermeddle therein, nor come into 
this burgh, liberty, or precinft, to execute any 
writ or precept in any manner whatfoever. 
And, as an help towards the payment of their 
fee-farm. K. Edward granted moreover to the 
bailifi^^ and cpiiunonalty and their fucceiToc^ 

for 
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tot ever, ill fines, profits, ranfoms, amcfrcj^'- 
rtic^nts, loft goods and forfeitures ; arlfing> or 
fet, by the baiHfft, keepers of the peace, and 
juftices within the faid burgh ; and all forfeit- 
ures and amerciaments impofed upon any of 
the inhabitants of this burgh, in iny cotift 
wh^tfocver, and all the goods ani chattels, 
within this brur^, liberty, and precinft, of 
perfonscortviAddof treafon, felony, contempt, 
trefpafs, or other aftion at the fuitof the king, 
or any other \^hkioever,-*^-i— in as full a man- 
ner as in the charter of Henry VI. — '• — ^Finally, 
this charter concluded with thefe vefy great 
privileges: That no perfon dwelling and re- 
Cding within this burgh, liberty, and prccinft, 
fliould be put or impannelled, againfthiswilU 
in any affifes, inquefts, attaints, or recogni- 
zances whatfoever, out of the fame burgh, 
liberty, and precinft; nor be appointed aflef* 
for, taxer, or colleftor, without the fame, of 
tenths, fifteenths, or other tallages, impofiti^ 
4^ns, or fubfidies whatfoever, granted to thfe 
ling or his heirs, or of any part thereof i or 
tolleftor of a reafonable aid to make tht 
It^g's eldeft fon a knight, or marry his eldeft 

daughter 
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daughter: nor be chofen cdnftablej or bailiff^ 
or compelled t?d bear any other office or eift-^ 
ployment ag^irtft his vtlH, ciut of the burgh', 
liberty, and pJ^ecinft aforefaid. And be tfti 
ways liable to any fine or forfeiture, for refuP- 
ng to take upon him thofe offices, 

Thefe very great privileges were confirm-r 
ed by the fubfequent charters of HENRl^ 
Vlt. HENRY VlII. EDWARD VI. MAi 
RY, ELIZABETH, J Ames I. and the 
firfl: charter of CHARLES I. 

HENRY Vm. in his gr^nt of Kingcf- 
wood, or Kingefwobd-heiath, to the bailifFes 
and commonalty of this town, made them 
alfo thefe gracious conceflions : That none 
of the burgeiTes of the burgh of Colchcfter, 
dwelling within the faidtown, or liberty of the 
fame, Ihould be IherifF or efcheator of any 
cpunty within the realm of England: and, if 
named or chofen, that they might rcfufe to 
execute thofe offices, without any moleftation 
or punifhmerit, Alfo, that the faid bailiffs, 
and commonalty, and their iucceffors, (hould 
jiayc, and chufc from amongft themfelves, 

within 
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within the liberty andhamlcts of this town two 
coroners^ as they had anciently ufed to have; 
which coroners fliould have and exercifc the 
fame power and authority within the town 
aforefaid, and the liberty and hamlets of the 
fame, as the coroner of Eficx, or of any other 
county in the realm: and that the coroners of 
the county of Effcx (hould by no means prc- 
fume to come and perform any thing belongs 
ing to their office, withiq the faid town or 
burgh, and the liberty and hamlets thereof. 
The bailiffs, and commonalty, and their fuc- 
ceflbrs, to have all the iffues, fines, amercia* 
mencs, forfeitures, and other profits whatfb* 
ver arifing from, or belonging to the office of 
coroner. 

The fecond charter of CHARLES I. dat- 
ed July 9, 1635, ^'^ ^^ ^ manner quite anew 
charter. It begins with obferving, that Col- 
chefteris one of the moft ancient burghs in the 
reahn of England, and conveniently feated 
near the fea-coaft to bppofe fuch enemies as 
would invade the kingdom : that it is large 
and populous, containing four wards, and in- 

habltedl 
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habited by'byrgcffes induftrioufly employed 
in the, woollen manufaAure arid merchandiz- 
ing, who enjoy great liberties and, privileges, 
as well Jby prefcription and cuftom, as by the 
charters aijd letters patent of feveral kings and 
queens of England : arid Kad upon rtiiny oc- 
cafioris, and latelyi fhewh tKcmTelves grateful 
andloyal. Theri,afterjtiK triehtioning the char- 
ter of RtCHARp I. which empowered them 
to chufe two bViliffsi and that of EDWARD 
IV. which incorporates tKcm By the name of 
bailiffs and commonalt^: VKts fnajefty grants 
and declares, that C6R?hcfl5er ffaall 'for ever 
after be arid* remain Vfrce*burgh of itfelf^ 
through all its ancient bounds and limits : and 
incorporates the men and free b'urgefles, and 
baiirffs and commphaky of" the faid burgh, 
and tlieir fucceflbrs for cveri oy the name of 
mayor and coiiftmonalty of the burgh of C61-. 
chefter in tlic coiinty of Eflcxi fettling their 
government in the following order": tKat jth^ 
fhouid h^ye a may or ^ and 9 aldernien befides : 
16 aififtants, 16 comnion-couacil-m<fh (four 
out of each ward): a bigbfteward^ a^d a re-

ble or calling vote. He, and the reft of the 
officers, to appear in their proper gowliSj on 
Sundays, and other folcmnities. To hold af-» 
iemblies in the common hall, and make goodj 
found, honeft, ufeful, neceflary^ and reafona-- 
ble laws, con(Htutions> orders, &:o. and put 
thbm in execution, levy fines, &C. The may- 
br, recorder, laft year's mayor, and two other 
aldermen annually chofen, to be juftices of 
peaces and to hold quarterly feffions of the 
peace. The mayor and recorder to hold 
weekly courts on Mondays and Thurfilays. 
And the msqror and commonalty to have c<^<- 
nizance of pleas of debts and offences within 
Ae burgh belonging to the admiral's jurif* 
difbion, and to hold a court every ThurfHay ^ 
to hear and determine thofe pleas f but th^' 
admiral of England, or his deputy^ to have 
the liberty of coming into the bur^, to take

For it incorporated 
the men aiid free burgelTes of Colchefter byr 
the ^ame of vp^yor and commo^^tyy direft-r 
lAg that they jl^Quld chufe a mayor and nine

The firft charts of ki^g Charles II. or*

In the reign of Edward IIL when that 
prince caufed it to be felony to carry any 
wool out of the realm* then arofc. the woollen 
nianufaAuf es of the^l^ngdoni^^and ^itli* theni 
the chief trade of Colchefter ; which, although 
' at this time it confifts only in making of bays, 
yet then confiftedinthenv^nufaAureof every 
other ^ecies of wooUenr cloth. . And fp great 
at that time and in the/eigns of the fuc- 
ceeding kings, was the demand fpnthe, cloth 
made here, that the fpanufaffcure of it^ fpread 
into every fur rounding village. .► , . 

For which increafe of trade, the < inhabit. 
tants were chiefly indebted tQ.tKe arrival and 

ft f • %rf ft 

induftry, of a few families of 4)erfecptcd Flc- . 
piings, who, in 1 57Q,, being es^p^Ued. their 
country for their jeligion, and fearfpi Jt>f .the 
tyranny ^of the duke d^Alva, fled . .to , this . 
realm for jprotcftiQu. B.eiog..a4mitted into 

this 
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diis town^ and e^crcifing their (kill i^ind khow^^ 
IcdgCi which was chiefly in the art of bay and 
fay cnakingy with fuccefs and fafety^ under 
the proceftion of that great encpurager of 
trade queen Elizabeth and her able miniftcrs 
fir Francis Walfingham> the lord Burleigh, 
and the earl of Salift>ury ; they caufed aii 
univerfal fpirit of induftry to arifc annongft 
the po^r inhabitants^ and were of unfpeaka^ 
ble advantage and benefit to the whole town* 

Thefe ftrailgers> for their encouragement^ 
were allowed to frame conftitutions for 
the better carrying on their bufinefsi whc h 
^onftitutions were confirmed and allowed by 
the queen and privy council } and king James 
I. to prevent their being difturbed or moleft-p. 
cd by the poorer inhabitants, who urged by 
envy or ingratitudc,not unfrequently gave them 
caufeof complaint, granted them bis letters pa- 
tent in 1612 ; whereby he eltablifiied and con- 
firmed unto them, all privileges, liberties, im- 
munities, and freedoms, whjch they enjoyed by 
former orders i and did ordain that they might 
hold meetings, and make orders^ for the pre- 

N vcnci^. 
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vention of fraudulent dialing in the Aiaking 
of bays and fays, and for maintaining the 
credit goodnefs and eftimation their maou- 
fa(5lures had acquired. 

And for the niorc ?ffciJluaJly pxeYentmg ind- 
pofition, a^ yi^\\ a9 the counterfciiiug the 
ieal$ ufually s^x^d to the b^yii^ wlueh not 
unfrecjucntly happened, W J^ft p^ed m tlie 
i2?h of Car. the ^d- for |ho regul^^ng th^ 
trade of bay making in the Dutch bay 
hall at Colchefter, at that pftic broiigkt a 
return of 303000], weekly into the tawn. 
This trade was moft feniibly hurt \xf the wars 
of queen Anne, inibmuch that froai die c^ 
fe6h of them, Otnd from other difagrqBabte 
concurrent caufes, ths Dutch Congregatiois 
^as it was ftiled) not being abkj to ca^ry k 
on with the ufual fuccefs^ diilblvedi it&tf in 
1728.

There were ufUally ftveral forts of bays 
made in Colchcfter> viz. rents, cuts, crowns, 
and croflcs : and different leaden feals, were 
afHxed to each, to Ih^wwhat fort they were ^f. 
A rent, (fo called bccaufe both the felvagc^ 
were rent off) had two leaden feal$, A cut 
(jfo callied becaufe one end was cut floping) 
had three feals* J^ crown^bay, being the 
iBoft cooimon Hqvu had four feals^ A crofs*- 
bay„ which wa$ the b?ft jfprt, had five broad 
kadcA feals, whereof pne was the fame that 
was aiHx^d to all ibrts, the^ othel* four only to 
crofs bays. Of the four broad leaden feals 
afiixed to the crown baysi one had on the 
one fide, three crowns without the crofs, 
and this infcription. in letters Dyts Colcefter 
Baye: on the other fide a griffin, with an 
kifcription : This was commonly calied a let- 
teisft ftt, and wa» affixed to aH^ ibrts^ of bays.

PERAMBULATION, and 

Boundaries. 

The liberties, or boundaries of Colchef- 
ter, include a large extent of the furround- 
ing country; and, although they have not 
been perambulated fince the year X67IJ arc 
diftinguifhed by fuch ftationary and perma- 
nent objcds, that to trace their circuit would 
not be a tafk difficult to perform, or ob- 
fcure when accompliftied. 

From the channel, or river Colne, a long a 
brook in the parifh of St. Giles which p?ut- 
eth Battlefwick marih from Rowhedgc, aod' 
over which there is a footbridge for footmen 
to pafs from the OldHythtt toRowhedge

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Then from that footbridge back to Battlef- 
wick yards, and through Battlefwick grounds 
' to a new fulling-mill formerly of Chriftopher 
Sills {landing over the faid brook, Ajpon the 
beam lying over the dam of which mill, is 
cut a crofs. From thence into the common 
road that leads over Bares- brook from Dony- 
land heath to the OldHythej which brook is 
the fame that runs into the channel, and at 
this place takes the name of Barefbrook, from 
Barefgrove through which it runs. Proceed 
up to the three-way ieet, one of which ways 
leadeth to the Old Hythe, another to Dony- 
land heath, and the other is an over- grown 
way of little ufc, leading down to the afore- 
faid brooks by an ancient houfe called Wood- 
dyers ; along which over-grown way go down 
to the brookj and into and through the 
moors belonging to Middlewick, always 
leaving the brook on the left hand ; and fo 
througH Middlewick grounds, into the road 
leading from Bourn ponds to Blackheath, a- 
long which road journey to the north corner 
or entrance unto Blackheath by a pond in the 
grounds formerly Mr. Barker's, which anci- 
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cntly was called a park ; and which pond is 
the icad or fountain of the aforefaid brookj 
called Bares-brook^ and Battles- brookj that 
runs into the channel. And fo along to the 
north corner or entrance unto Blackheath. 
From thence, crofs Blackheath, by th^ place 
wliereon a tree anciently ftood alone, marked 
with a crofs, in or near to the midfl: of the 
faid heath, unto the fout|i end or corner erf" 
the fame heath ; and then into the lane there 
on the outfide of Berechurch park pale, and 
along the faid pale through the fields to where 
3 gate now or formerly opened iftto the faid 
park J through which enter the faid park^ and 
proceed along the fame, going as near to tUxc 
pale as may be, down to the ri>rer's bank» and 
fo to the place where anciently (lood 9 greai; 
poplar tree on the faid bank; and {o 
along the meadows by the water fidc 10 
Brown sford-bridge, and to a tree (landing 4t 
the hithcrmoft end thereof. From wlych tree 
proceed along the meadows and ground; to 
Layer mill j the north fide of the whet^ of 
which mill is within the boundary of Col- 
chefter i from Layer mill proceed along

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the bank to Kingsford bridge: and fvom 
thence along the road which leads to CoI-> 
chefter on Kingsford-heath ; upder the wood 
called Oliver's wood, and other lands at the 
end thereof adjoining to Kingsford-heaths to 
agate and bars called KingsfoiKi-hcath gate; 
tlirough which is the turning out from the 
iaid heath to a lane or >vay leading by Gof- 
becks to Lexden heath, all along by the fide 
of the hedge, under which there is a ditch 
called Gryme's Ditch, to Pedder's crofs;

points down to Stanway hall, another is the

thence along on Lexden heath, under a wood,

into the ditch of the rampart^ following its 
courfe acrofs the London road and througI\ 
the lane lead ing from Lexden heath to Lamb's 
crofs: which Lamb's crofs is the four way 
leete, one of which points to Lexdent ano- 
ihcr to Ford-ftreet, another to Newbridge, 
and another to I^exden heath : proceed to 
where a tree formerly ftood on the elbow of 
the bank near to this crofs, upon the ground 
formerly of one Mr. Leming, and from 
thence down Shett's hill to Newbridge, and 
then into the fields formerly held by Mat« 
thew Ayleward^ through a gate a little above 
the bridge : And fo along to the yard former-^ 
ly of the faid Matthew Aylward; crofs the 
river into a meadow formerly of the faid Matr 
thew Ayleward, and crofs that meadow into 
the lower part of Weft-fields, near to which is 
a foot bridge, laid crofs the river, called Mott*s 
bridge. And fo along through Weft fields 
to a gate in a lane at or near the north end of 
a nftcadow formerly held by one Samuel Dug- 
let, which lane parts Weft-fields from Berjg- 
holt. And from thence to Buttolph's brook, 
along the tourk of which proceed, always 

leaving 
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leaving the brook upon the lefc hand, to a 
bridge, called' Thomas Abridge, leading oit 
to Horkefley heath ; which bridge is right 
againft the pitch of the hill where an oak call- 
ed Robin Hood's oak ancientljrftood. From 
thence proceed along the road which leads to 
Nayland, over Horkefley heath to Black brook 
under Chefterwell ; which brook runs acrofs 
jhe road at the foot of Horkefley caufeway. 
From thence, crofs the heath, to the ramparts 
on Boxted and Horkefly heath ; and proceed 
along thofe rampartii to a brook under Lang* 
ham park corner, next to the corner of Box- 
ted heaths .^nd from thence through the 
fields, alonjg the Severals hedge to the green 
leading to Skipping-ftreet ; which is the road 
that leads from Colchefter to Ipfwich. And 
then into Bullock wood, and through that in- 
to Bullock wood plains. And fo along the 
inflde of the hedge of Soame wood to Goref- 
bridge ; which is at the bottom of Beggar's 
oak heath leading to Ardley ftreet from Galiow 
green. FromGoreftridge proceed to a place 
called Crouch Ditch j and fo ro Gore's ditch, 
and the bridge leading to Mofe mill : and 

from 
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trom thence to Crockleford mill. From 
whicii .niil go along the ditch toChirnewoodi 
. undf^r tht hedge to Whitmore heaths Croft 
the heath upon the right hand unto the high- 
way, 'till you con[ie to a fpring head m 
the highway by the road iide leading &om 
Grinfbead to Elmflead market; which brook 
runs crofs the faid way into a clofe upon Wi« 
vcnhoe heath : follow the.courfe of the fyting 
through the (aid clofe, and through Clix^e 
hills i and along the ditch through which it 
niaketh its way to the channel of the river 
G^lnc. 

The CASTLE. 

The caftle of Colchefter ftands in the 
north-eaft quarter of the town, and com- 
mands an extcnfive profpeft of the furround^ 
ing country. It was erefted about the year, 
1076 by Eudo; and, as it is undoubtedly 
conftrufted after the Norman faihion, and 
does not partake of a mode of building ei- 
ther more ancient, or of a later time, it would 
be difficult to affign any otlier period for the 
time of its ereftion. Whether there was any 
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buUding more ^tient upon the icitc of whikh 
the prcfent caftle ftands, cannot with abfo* 
lute certainty be determined j as no part of 
any fuch building remains vifibje; but the 
fame authority which gives the aera when the 
caitle waserefted, informs us that it was built 
upon the fcite of the palace of Coel j and it 
is highly probable, that if one fpot was more 
convenient and defenfible than another, it 
would be chofen fucceflively by the Britifti, th« 
Roman, and the Norman governors, and the 
buildings thereon, by each modelled anew, or 
re-built to fuit the particular manners, cuftomt 
and method of defence of their refpeftive times. 
And tlie probability is ftill increafed,, if the 
materials are examined with which the caftle 
is conftruftedi for, it cannot eafily be con- 
ceived from whence fuch a very large quan- 
tity of Roman brick as compofe at leait one 
half of fuch a pile, and of a wall with which 
it was enclofed on the weft and caft fides, were 
taken : unlefs fome mafly building pf Ro- 
man woikiTianlhip were demolifhed, which 
could furnifh from its ruin fuch an enormous 
mafs as is fwallowed up in the foundation and 
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ftruftion, and, by having been incorporared 
in the caftle been yet exiiling -, but no fuch 
remains have been difcovered, except the 
foundation of a very ancient wall> upon which 
the rampart^ on the north and eaft fides of the 
caftle are thrown. 

The caftle is a quadrangle of 224 yards, 
having at each corner a tower. The founda- 
tion in fome places is 30 feet thick, and the 
walls 1 2 feet thick in the lower, and i o feet 
in the upper ftory. The principal entrance 
is in the fouth fide near the fouth weft tower, 
and is an handfome arch of ftone, which was 
clofed by a portcullis, and the other ancient 
apparatus of defence. Within the entrance, 
upon the right, is a nich where the guard or 
porter ufed to take his ftation^ the leifure 
and irkfomenefs of whofe calling is defcribed 
by the rude fculpcure which yet remains up- 
on the adjacent ftones. A little further, up- 
on the fame fide, is a fquare room, the en- 
trance into which is through fome arches of 
modern work. At the further end of this 
ropm, are the ftairs by which we. defcend to 

the 
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the vaults below, Thefc ftairs have ndt the 
appearance of any great antiquity ^ and, as 
they break through the crown of the arch 
below, arc a long flight, and not circular, are 
certainly not the original paflage. 

At the foot of thefc ftairs is a vault, a6 feet 
in .length and 21 in breadth; having at the 
further end a narrow paflage which is bricked 
up to prevent accidcnta arifing from therur 
inous ftatc of the arch of the vault into which 
it leads. Upon the right of this firft vault 
is a paflage, that has been broken through 
the wall into an adjacent vault. This fccond 
vault, which is not penetrated by the Icaft ray 
of light, is of the fame dimenlions as the 
firft i and through a chafm. at the further end 
of it, we. arrive at a third vault, which has the 
fame breadth as the others, and was niuch 
longer, hvrt-has a great quantity of earth at 
the further end of it. When thefc vaults 
were firft difcovered which i$ not more than 
eighty or. ninety years ago; they were fujl of 
fand, upon which the archea were turned*; 
to carry off this fand, an opening was made 

through 
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through the foundation wall near the north 
caft corner | but this paflagc is now clofed 
up. Whoever examines the dimenlions of 
the(e vaults aod compares them with the fu- 
perincunabent caftle^ will foon have rcafon to 
conjeiflurc that there are other places of the 
like kind, yet undifcovered ; for the prefent 
take up but a little part of the area contained 
within the foundation walls, and the original 
defcent iiito thefe vaults is ftill hidden. 

Bitwceh the ftairs, by which w6 defcend 
into thefe vaults, and the window ih the ibuth 
Walli is a Well, now arched over; iat the time 
of d6mg Which, the workmen whofe curiofity 
tentpt^d them to defcend, difcovered about 
half-way down, an arched paifage, into whicli 
they introduced a pole,' This paffage tend- 
ed towards the fouth, and it could have been 
wilhed, they had been permitted tp explore it.

vice, muft have produced an effcft wonderful- 
ly ftriking. if^ : 



In the north eaft and north weft towers; 
upon thelame floor with the chapel,.are fmall 
rooms, or receffes ; and in the latter .is alio. a 
ftair-cafe, which dcfcends from the upper pare 
of the tower, and terminates at the firft floor. 
At the. foot 0f thefe ftairs, in the north wall 
of the;ca8ki is a fally port, (now c.lofcd.up) 
which 
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which opcfted upon an abutment of the north 
weft tower, from whence a defccnt v^asmade 
by a ladder. This fally port, which is nine^ 
feet wide, and the great door in thefouth 
wall, are the only original entrances into the 
caftlei and the ufe of the former, as well as the 
ftairs which defcend to it, feems to have been 
that in cafe an enemy had been inpofleflion 
of the principal ftair-cafc in the north weft 
tower, and were forcing an entrance into the 
rooms upon the firft floor, the befieged might 
retire from the walls above, and withdraw 
from a place no longer tenable. How this 
could be cffcfted with fccrecy when the caftle 
had been invefted,'is hot eafy to difcoveri if* 
it mijght not have been by fome fubterranean 
paiTage : which as ^ hot any fuch has been yet 
difcovercd, was probably never opened ; or, as' 
it muft have been a fecret of the laft confc- 
queuce, known to any^ except the original 
conftruftors of the building, and thofe who 
had the government of it.

By whom, or at what time, the walls of 
Colchefter were originally built,, no certain 
account can be gained; yet from the mate- 
rials ufed in their conftruftion, and particu- 
larly from the brick and cement difcernable 
in the internal parts of the ruins, there can 
be little if any doubt, but that tjiey were firft 
ereftcd by Roman hands. There can be but 
little credit given to the ma(k of anti(|uity 
which upon a flight infpeftion f^ems worn by 
thefe ruins, the facings and repairs which*the 
external parts of them contir\u;jlly ftppd in 
need cif, from their ercftion to the final *de* 

crs it im^ffi- 
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ble t(9 diftqvcr the sra m which thejrwatif 
f\r&, buihi by any other means than an exami^^ . 
nation of the inner parts of the mafs. 

The form in which thefe walls are erefted 
is a parallelogram having its longeft fides up- 
o;i the north arid fouth- They are in icbmpafs 
3077 y^rds (noar a mile and three quarters) 
and inclofe an area of 1 18 acres^ i rood^ and 
22 perches.

Upon the fouth, thefe walls were ftrengtb* 
ened by feveral baftions, and upon the well, 
by a balkon, or fmall fort, anciently called 
Colkynge's caftel, of king Coel's caftle, the 
remains of which, being arches of Roman 
brick, carry marks of an high antiquity. 
For additional fecurity there were deep ditches 
upon the wefl: and north fides, in places moft 
liable to attack. 

Thefe walls underwent a repaif as early as 
the year 921, by Edward the elder; fnd in 
the reigns of fucceeding kings, great care, as 
well as much expence, was beftowed by the 
burgcflcs of Colchefter in the fupport of a 
defence, which the frequency of foreign in- 
vafion, and the ftill greater frequency 6( ^o- 
raeftic and civil broil, made fo neoeffary to 
their prcfcrvation : infomuch that the great 
cxpcncc procured to the bufgeffes^ a grant 

froin 
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from Richard II. of two mefluages four acres 
of land and the advowfon of the hofpital of 
the Holy Cro&j and likewife^ at different 
timesj an exemptioi\ from fending memberi 
to parliament. 

MEDALS and COINS. 

As Colcheller was undoubtedly the anci^ 
ent Camulodunum^ and the refidence. occa<>* 
fionally of Cunobiline^ it might reafonably 
be expected that a large feries of the coins 
of that kingt and other Britifli princes, would 
haye bceo formed from hence: jbyt \5rhe11 wc 
reSef^. upon the v^lue Bricifh coins bear 
amongft aptiquaries^ the cafe with which thf:y 
arekept, and theobfcurity that often attenda 
them, it will not appear extraordinary ; as 
they haveafar greater ^alpc among the cu- 
rious than gold t, feldom paf^ from the ppf* 
feflion of; one to that of another, and are 
almoft if not totally unintelligible to a mo « 
derate j)roficieht in the knowledge of medals.

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TESSELATED PAVEMENTS, URNS, 
and other ROMAN ANTIQUITIES. ^ 

To enumerate each particular remain of 
the Roman people that has been difcovered 
at Colchefter, would, were it poffible to at- 
tain a knowledge of them, far exceed the 
limits affigned to the prefent defcription, and 
be an unneccflary exercife of the reader's pa- 
tience. It will be fufficient to remark thofe 
which are fmgular in their kind, or can be 
eafily referred to, as a teftimony of their ex- 
iftence. 

Sepulchral urns, with human bones and 
afhes in them, are daily difcovered; as alfo 
lamps, rings, intaglia's, ftyles, chains/ and 
many other things of the like nature. 

A remarkable fepulchral urn, was taken up 
here fome few years ago. It was a large vef- 
fel, made of thick coarfe light clay, contain- 
ing about twenty gallons. Within it was an 
urn of black earth, holding about two gal- 
lons, filled with alhes, two bottles of clay for 
incenfe, two clay lamps, one metal veflel for 

X 2 ointment 
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ointment, and a fpecnluni of polifhed metal, 
anciently ufed as a looking-glafs. 

In the year 1738, juft within St. Botolph's 
gate were found feveral urns, a Roman lamp, 
fome pieces of melted metal, and two coins 
of Domitian. 

In the year 1753, in the large field, on the 
fouth fide of the London road, was found 
a large urn twenty-two inches in diameter, 
two feet four inches deep, and containing 
about fourteen gallons; in it was a metal 
fpeculum. 

•The 24th of March, 1749 in afield, near 
, the weft end of the town, was found a leaden 
coffin ; not lying caft and weft, but north caft 
and fouth weft. In it was a quantity of duft, 
and fome fmall remains of a back bone, and 
fkull. There lay near the head, two bracelets 
of jet, one plain and the other fcalloped, and 
a very fmall and flenderone of brafs wrought, 
and four bodkins of jet. The coffin was caft 
or wrought all over with lozenges, in each of 
which was an efcalop fhell. Near it was 

found 
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found an urn, holding about a pint, in which 
were two coins of large brafs; one of An- 
toninus Pius, and the other of Alexander 
Severus. 

There is a Mofaic or teflelated pavement 
in the church-yard of St. Mary at the wall, of 
which pieces are frequently difcovered, when 
graves are dug. It fccms to have been a very 
large one, or rather more than one pavement; 
for the pieces that have been difcovercd arc 
at a confiderable diftance from each other. 

There is alfo a teflelated pavement In the 
field belonging to the reftor of St. Mary's, 
on the north fide of the parfonage, not many 
yards from the other. 

There Is alfo one in Berry-field, in the pa- 
rifliof St. Jamcsi the teflera are red, inter- 
mixed with many wliite ones, difpofed in a 
ftar-like form. 

Anothei* was found on the fouth fide of the 
Red Lion inn. A great quantity of tljc

pieces were preferved, and fet in an arbour 
in one of the gardens belonging to that inn. 

Another has been difcovered juft below the 
caftle hills. 

One was likewife difcovered in Angel lane, 
together with an earthen urn, holding about 
a quart, and an urn of metal. 

In the year 1748, another pavement was 
difcovered in a garden of the houfe at the 
eaft end of the church of the Holy Trinity. 
It was compofed of red tefleras, intermixed 
with white, but not in any regular order. The 
breadth of it was about three foot, aqd the 
length of it fifteen; but it was much damaged 
on its fides. In the earth which was flung up, 
was the bottom, and other fragments of a fine 
figured urn of earth; upon one of which 
fragments was reprefented the head of Jupi- 
ter. There was alfo found the bottom of 
another urn; and a coinofConftantine junior. 

Near half of a very fine and elegant pave- 
ment was difcovered. May la, 1763, on the 

north 
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north fide of the High-ftreet in a garden be- 
longing to the Falcon and Queen's head inn. 
It confifts of a border of red teflerae, each 
about an inch fquare, inclofing lefTer tefferae, 
of black, white, two reds, and yellow, dif- 
difpofed in a curious manner. A fmall build- 
ing has been eredled over it, to preferve it 
from the injuries of the weather. 

Upon pulling down an ancient building 
(landing near this place, fuppofed to be of 
Roman workmanfhip, another pavement was 
alfo difcovered, but very much mutilated.

particularly at Aberconway in Caernarvon- 
{hire; and near Caergwrley caftle in Flint- 
fhire. There is alfo one at Chefter, re- 
maining nearly in a perfect ftate. In a 
field near the weft end of the town, the fire 
place and funnel of one of thefe hypocaufts 
were lately difcovered, about a foot be- 
neath the furface of the earth. 

ANTIENT DATES. 

Upon the cell of a window, belonging to 
a houfe nearly oppofite the Moot-hall, is 
carved the date 1090, or 1490, which fome- 
time ago exercifed the fagacity of the anti- 
quaries. 
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quaries, and gave rife to feveral difputcs* 
concerning the sera of the introduftion of Ara-? 
bic numeral figures in England. The internal 
parts of the houfe where this date remains, are 
fuppofed to be as antient as the Moot-hall, 
or the caftle itfelf; particularly the eaft wall 
of the houfe, which is built with Roman brick 
and ftone, and runs the whole length of the 
lane where it ftands. Tradition would make 
this houfe to have been the refidence of Eudo ; 
but with what foundation is unknown. This 
date was firft placed in the north front of the 
houfe, which to appearance claimed no higher 
antiquity than the 14th or 15th century. It 
was afterwards, upon rebuilding fome parts of 
the houfe, fixed in the fouth fide, where it 
Hill remains. Upon examining this date, 
which is carved in relief, it appears that the 
fecond figure, which is of the molt confe- 
quence, is either impaired or has been alter-

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td; and to conjefture what it might have 
been, would lead to no favourable conclufion 
of its antiquity. If it had been an o, the 
fame width as the o at the end has, would 
have been fufficient: but as it is wider; it 
was probably fo formed, to give a greater 
fcope for the crofs at the bottom. 

Upon a piece of timber placed over the 
door way leading into a place called the 
ciftern yard, on the eaft fide of north hill, is 
the date 1497, in which the 4 has the legs 
crofled in the fame fafhion, as it is fuppofed 
the 4 had in that of 1490* 

ANTIENT INTRENCHMENTS. 

About two miles to the weftward of Col- 
chefter,are many large intrenchmcnts ftretch- 
ingfrom north to fouth, which are fuppofed 
to be remains of the Cajira, Cajiella, and 
Prcefidiay that were, according to Tacitus, 
formed about the antient Colonia Camulo^ 
duniim. To give any idea, adequate to the 
magnitude of thefe works, without the affift- 
ance of an accurate furvey, is hardly poflible. 

The 
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*rhc firft rampart crofles the road a little to 
the eaftward of Lexden, and extends fouth- 
ward a confiderable way, and northward, 
nearly in a ftrait line, to the river, and from 
thence to the road which leads to Weft-Berg- 
holt; beyond which it is defaced by the cul- 
tivation of the inclofed grounds. The fur- 
theft and mott confiderable rampart, is near- 
ly parallel to the firft, and extends Southward 
a confiderable way towards Merfea Illand, 
and northv/ard to the river, and is continued 
acrofs Bergholt heath, beyond which place, 
although it undoubtedly went much further, 
it is difficult without fome attention, to trace 
it with any certainty. In the intermediate 
fpace between thefe two parallel ramparts, are 
many others interfered at right angles, and 
fome apparently in other direftions: alfo 
three ramparts parallel to each other, and to 
the two above defcribed. The area enclofecj 
by thefe ramparts is very large^ and muft 
have required an armed force proportioned to 
its vaftnefs. From the heio-hth and ftren2:th 
of the weftern rampart, it is conjeftured, that 
the camp formed here, was for the defence 

of 
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of Colchefter which the Romans had affumcd 
as a ftation wherein to plant a colony, and by 
the ramparts extending northward beyond the 
river Colne, and fouthward towards Merfea 
Ifland, a line was formed which completely 
fecured the country adjacent to their intended 
colony from the hoftilc incurfions of the Bri- 
tans. The ifland itfclf from its pleafantnefs, 
and convenience of ficuation, became the 
harbour or as it were the refting place of peo- 
ple paffing to and from Rome, and in cafe of 
neceflity, a place of retreat not lefs fecure 
than the ftrongeft fort. Several beautiful 
pavements, and other antiquities yet remain- 
ing there, fufficiently indicate, how much it 
was frequented. 

About a furlong to the eaft of Bere-church 
is a very high rampart, extending one way in 
a direft line towards Colchefter, and the 
other way towards Merfea Ifland. How far 
it may be traced with certainty to either of 
thefe places is unknown; but its appearance 
leads to a conjeflure that it was thrown up 
for the eafier and more expeditious travelling 
to and from the Ifland. 
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
